Search for
Missing Man

A five-day uonzrh for a "Mor-
rance man ended in tragedy an
John Tufts, 51,
st., was found slumped in the
seat of a pickup truck in Blsi-
nore, Calif,, last Friday by po-
lice.

He wrote to his wife, “I'm so
sorry I failed you--I'm so very
tired of living-—rveady to take
the long, long road' He also
wrote that hig body would be
lfouml off the road between KEl-
sinore and Chino.
